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In recent months, waves of energy and en- 
thusiasm have crested around the notion of 
re-examining the future uses of Boston Har- 
bor. The vehicle is the Harbor Visions Char- 
rette, a multi-disciplinary effort for which the 
BSA is providing administrative and other 
support. The Charrette is set for September 
23-25 and will be held at a significant site on 
the Harbor. Some two dozen professional 
associations, schools, public agencies, non- 
profit organizations, and others have come 
together quickly to assemble the program for 
the Charrette and to develop the background 
material, maps, studies, and plans that will 
provide the raw material for this significant 
and extraordinary event. (See the related 
story on p. 13 for a full list of sponsors.) 
Everyone reading this line is urged to be- 
come part of the Charrette planning as well 
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as the Charrette itself in the Fall. As you 
might expect, there are numerous commit- 
tees working on various aspects of the Char- 
rette planning and we welcome new blood, 
new ideas, and additional energy. For more 
information about this City-wide effort, call 
Alexandra Lee at the BSA (617-951- 
1433x225). No doubt you have thoughts 
about appropriate uses of Boston Harbor, 
one of our great resources, and this is the 
time to share those thoughts.

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Cape Cod visits the BSA 
in July 


Traditionally, most of us associate the Sum- 
mer months with Cape Cod. In July, the BSA 
hosts an exhibit documenting two stories 
related to one building and the Cape. 


Located in Nickerson State Park in Brewster, 
the Crosby Mansion — known as 
“Tawasentha” (the name is taken from 
Longfellow'’s “The Song of Hiawatha”) — is 
the first building to be placed in the State's 
Historic Curatorship Program. This Depart- 
ment of Environmental Management pro- 
gram solicits competitive proposals for the 
restoration, occupancy, and maintenance of 
state park properties. Nine additional prop- 
erties are on the list for this year. 





Originally a large extension to a simple Cape 
Cod house, Tawasentha (picured above in 
an old photograph) was the elaborate home 
of Matilda and Albert Crosby; it included an 
art gallery open to the public. The building 
then was used for several other purposes 
and decayed until recent efforts were intiated 
by community volunteers to stabilize and 
protect the structure and to restore it. 


It has been my pleasure to design this BSA 
exhibit, which includes photographs, text, 
and some measured drawings documenting 
the building's rich history. Additional mate- 
rial documents the volunteers’ efforts and 
motivations to save and reuse the building. 
The exhibit’s framework was built by the 
Woodworkers Guild of Cape Cod and incor- 
porates wood detailing inspired the building. 
This unique exhibit will travel to all 15 towns 
on the Cape after leaving The Architects 
Building. All ChapterLetter readers and 
friends are invited to join us not only for the 
exhibit, which runs through July 29, but fora 
special exhibit reception at the BSA with 
members of The Friends of the Crosby Man- 
sion and the Woodworkers Guild on July 14 
at6 pm.

Do reduced fees mean reduced quality? 





In today’s tough, competitive climate, clients 
are paring design fees to the bone. The 
inevitable outcome is that architects reduce 
the time required to finish a project. This 
usually affects the construction document 
phase the most. The project architect, expe- 
rienced or not, does not have enough time to 
develop adequate detailing. This can result 
in leaky and drafty buildings and problem- 
plagued roofs. It also can produce an unco- 
ordinated set of drawings with conflicting 
information and inadequate coverage by the 
specs. 


Contractors are on the lookout for added 
costs caused by these omissions and con- 
flicts. These are costs that have to be ex- 
plained to clients with much embarrassment 
on the part of the project manager or the 
principal-in-charge. In addition, in certain 
cases in which the drawings are clearly be- 
low standard, contractors have been 
emboldened to propose or even implement 
solutions the architect had to accept be- 
cause of the lack of a feasible alternative. 


Toremedy this situation, architects are forced 
to set aside a disproportionate amount of 
time to deal with costly addenda and change 
orders. This can drastically affect our bottom 
lines and force us to shift personnel needed 
on other projects to douse these brush-fires. 
Large firms appoint an in-house person to be 
responsible for quality control. Unfortunately, 
that individual can get overwhelmed by the 
volume of work, which may include site visits, 
troubleshooting, participating in marketing 
activities, in-house project reviews, and other 
tasks. 


An alternative solution is to engage the ser- 
vices of an architectural consultant with a 
proven track record to review the drawings 
prior to the solicitation of bids. Depending on 
the size and complexity of the project, this 
activity can take anywhere from one week for 
a relatively small project to six weeks for a 
large, more complex one. Fees for such 
services are usually cost-effective. Opting 
for that alternative can result in a bonus that 
comes about when the consultant explains 
the rationale behind the changes and correc- 
tions shown on the marked set to the project 
architect. These discussions can lead to a 
better understanding of the proper location 
and detailing of the vapor retarder, the air 
barrier, damp-proofing and waterproofing, 
as well as other technical information that the 
project architect can apply to future projects. 
Needless to say, the time for either the in- 
house or consultant checking must be al- 
lowed for during the initial planning phase of 
the project. 
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The issue of quality control is a very impor- 
tant element of architectural practice. It can 
not be left to chance or assigned to a person 
who has been working on the project since its 
inception. The final checking is best per- 
formed by an individual who can cast a fresh 
and questioning look in an effort to pinpoint 
every anomaly, discrepancy, or omission. 
The absence of quality control can ruin repu- 
tations, lose prospective and repeat clients, 
invite costly litigation, and affect profitability.

Do you know how to take 
advantage of the new, 
mandatory continuing 
education requirement ? 


In six months, AIA members throughout the 
country will once again distance themselves 
from American practitioners who are not 
members by the marked difference in profes- 
sional education that AIA membership will 
imply. When the membership voted to make 
continuing education mandatory for AIA mem- 
bers (a vote, Boston members are proud to 
recall, that occurred at the national AIA Con- 
vention in Boston in 1992) meant, among 
other things, a distinct new competitive ad- 
vantage AIA members could market. 


As many BSA members know, the first round 
of continuing education credits available to 
BSA members were provided at Build Bos- 
ton last year. Those credits are applicable to 
the first year that the mandatory require- 
ments take effect. Similarly, Build Boston 
this year (along with the BSA’s small busi- 
ness forum in April and May) offers credits.

Atour May Board 
meeting, Legisla- 
P tive Affairs Com- 
mes mittee Chair 
Michael Hicks AIA, who also serves as Board 
Commissioner of Public Affairs, convinced 
the Board that it was time for the architectural 
community once again seriously to consider 
retaining the services of a legislative consult- 
ant or lobbyist. Hicks noted the continuing 
inability of the architectural community to 
have a major impact on legislative affairs 
until late in the game; too often our only 
recourse is relatively ineffective reaction to 
bad news. Hicks received the full support of 
the Board as he begins the effort to identify 
prospective consultants. 
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Atrecent Board meetings, we also responded 
to the long-time urgings of the Boston Archi- 
tectural Center (BAC) to encourage greater 
involvement in the BAC by BSA members 
and practitioners in general. With enthusi- 
asm for the work and unique traditions of the 
BAC, the BSA Board agreed to encourage 
BSA members to join the BAC and also to 
encourage more BSA members to run for 
positions on the BAC Board of Directors. To 
that end, we attempted to reach as many 
architects as we could in a short time with a 
letter directed to the principals of over 300 
Boston-area design firms (virtually all of the 
firms with at least a handful of architectural 
employees). In the next issue of the 
ChapterLetter, we will report on our efforts to 
help the BAC increase its membership and 
increase involvement of the architectural pro- 
fession in the operation of the BAC.

A continued to revitalize the negotiations 
with the MBTA over what seems to be an 
extremely inhibiting change in fee arrange- 
ments at that public authority and a new and 
scary appraoch to errors and omissions is- 
sues;

New AIA Documents 
address housing and 
geotechnical services 


Now available at the BSA are six new AIA 
Documents focusing on geotechnical ser- 
vices, housing services, contractor's affida- 
vits, and consent-of-surety documents. 

A AIA Document G602 is a “Request for 
Proposal — Geotechnical Services” form, a 
change from the previous edition titled 
“Geotechnical Services Agreement.” The 
new title reflects a greater understanding of 
this document's primary use in practice. The 
RFP may form the basis of agreement be- 
tween a Client and a geotechnical engineer 
for use in determining the cost of services 
and other conditions, depending on compat- 
ibility of interests achieved. 

A AIA Document B181, Standard Form of 
Agreement Between Owner and Architect 
for Housing Services — 1994 edition, brings 
the housing services agreement into con- 
ceptual and linguistic parity with the 1987 
edition of AIA Document A201. Just off the 
press, the new B181 is designed primarily for 
use in situations in which funding is derived 
from public sources (federal, state, and mu- 
nicipal governments) and in situations in 
which the owner provides cost-estimating 
services. (A similar documentcovering hous- 
ing services for situations in which funding is 
derived from private sources is currently 
being drafted.) 

A |n tandem with the release of B181, the 
AIA has also published a series of docu- 
ments — G706, G706a, G707, and G707a— 
encompassing the full complement of 
contractor's affidavits (Payment of Debts and 
Claims, Release of Liens) and consent-of- 
surety (Final Payment, Reduction/Release 
of Retainage) documents. These revised 
documents, which modify slighlty the earlier 
editions, are primarily administrative in na- 
ture and provide evidence to owners that 
criteria upon which payments to the contrac- 
tor are based have been satisfied.

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New building-permit 
problems affect architects 


A Manchester, Massachusetts court deci- 
sion in 1992 recently has been affecting the 
issuance of building permits in a number of 
building departments in the Commonwealth. 
This decision has been interpreted as requir- 
ing the granting of a special permit for any 
addition to a structure that does not conform 
to current zoning requirements regardless of 
whether the addition itself conforms to those 
requirements and regardless of whether the 
structure conformed to zoning requirements 
at the time it was built originally. 


Since a majority of the existing buildings in 
many cities and towns in Massachusetts do 
not fully conform to current zoning, this ruling 
and its implementation has created an un- 
workable situation for Boards of Appeal in 
some municipalities, not to mention the prob- 
lems it causes for building owners who wish 
to add to their buildings. 


Some municipalities have drafted amend- 
ments to their zoning by-laws to eliminate 
this requirement. In at least one case 
(Sudbury), such an amendment has been 
passed and approved by the Attorney Gen- 
eral, although there seems to be come ques- 
tion whether a zoning ordinance that contra- 
dicts a court decision would survive a court 
challenge. The town of Belmont has drafted 
a similar amendment to be put to vote at 
Town Meeting; in the meantime, Belmont will 
not grant a building permit without a special 
permit in cases such as this.

“New Responsibilities for the Transactional

8,000 bills. .. and many 
affect you 


Massachusetts legislators file about 8,000 
bills on Beacon Hill every year. Of those 
8,000, a fair number have a direct and signifi- 
cant impact on architects and the building 
industry in general (and, frequently, we do 
nothing about it). 


The legislative issues on tap at the moment 
include changes in the registration law, fee 
bidding and qualifications-based selection, 
lien laws, profession liability review tribunals, 
architectural access design issues, cluster- 
development legislation, filed sub-bid laws, 
transportation bond bills, and more and more 
and more. 


The AIA Massachusetts/BSA Legislative Af- 
fairs Committee, chaired by Michael Hicks 
AIA, is the sole vehicle available to us to 
monitor and influence state legislation that 
affects our businesses and our livelihoods. 
Over the past few years we have had to deal 
with everything from resuscitated sales taxes 
and use taxes to frivolous certificate-of-oc- 
cupancy legislation that could have halted all 
activity in the building industry. Sometimes 
we are lucky, sometimes we aren't, as we 
desperately seek to identify significant legis- 
lation and to help shape it. 


As part of the Legislative Affairs Committee 
meeting minutes for May, Hicks assembled a 
report on the legislation currently being con- 
sidered on Beacon Hill that affects us. His 
report includes a distillation of the 8,000 bills 


filed this year so that you are able to see 
quickly what the State Legislature and its 
allies are attempting to do for you, to you, 
despite you. 


It is important for all architects throughout 
Massachusetts to take some steps to protect 
the profession and the practice of architec- 
ture. | urge you to help Hicks and the Legis- 
lative Affairs Committee. . . and thus help 
yourself.

According to current plans of the Homart Develop- 
ment Corporation, the landmark 1951 Shoppers 
World Shopping Complex [in Framingham] will be 
demolished within a matter of months. The lower 
level, with its 675-foot landscaped open space, will 
be filled in and the original General Cinema theatre 
will be razed along with the futuristic “flyer saucer 
dome" of the Jordan Marsh anchor store. 


For the Framingham Historical Commission, as 
advocates of historic preservation. . ., the Shop- 
pers World case has been an unusual one. It is not 
50 years old, a criterion for listing in the National 
Register, and we have no local landmark statute. 
The economic investment and the redevelopment 
of this prime retail space has been enormous. We 
have concluded that a campaign for full preserva- 
tion would not be in the public interest, especially 
as support from the state, federal, and local levels 
has been less than enthusiastic. 


We have set a goal for preservation through docu- 
mentation and, with cooperation from Homart 
Corporation, are making progress in that direction 
. .. the Framingham Historical Commission also 
has taken a vote to encourage any action that may 
save some significant element of the original de- 
sign. There has been a good deal of discussion 
about saving the Jordan Marsh dome by moving it 
to a portion of the site provided by the developers 
for public amenities. As this question is explored, 
it would assist the case for preservation if state- 
ments from authorities on the importance of the 
dome were collected and presented to our Plan- 
ning Board. 


We are aware of [architects’] interest in this case 
and we invite you to send a statement expressing 
your views on Shoppers World and its preserva- 
tion [to the Framingham Historical Commission, 
881 Edmands Rd., Framingham 01701).

As you are aware, at the corner of Park and 
Tremont streets [in Boston], two very prominent 
and very beautiful historical buildings, determined 
to be eligible for the National Register for Historic 
Places by the Massachusetts Historical Commis- 
sion are being demolished. . . These buildings 
occupy an entire block along the Freedom Trail 
directly across from he Granary Burial Ground, the 
Park Street Church, and the Park Street T Station. 
They enclose the eastern corner of Boston Com- 
mon. A more historically significant and “heavily 
touristed” location is not to be found in the City. 


Though neglected for many years, the buildings 
were, until April, structurally sound and would 
have been ideal candidates for historically sensi- 
tive rehabilitation. This is probably the most signifi- 
cant destruction of historic buildings in Boston 
since urban renewal in the 1950s. 


For some reason, local politicians and media do 
not seem to be interested in this highly visible and 
extremely important event. | can tell you, however, 
that it is a very great concern to people in this city. 
Out of sheer frustration, | recently conducted a 
one-man picket in front of the demolition site, 
holding a sign reading: “Hey Boston ! Why destroy 
historic buildings ?” and on the back: “Ask Mayor 
Menino.” In one hour | collected 89 signatures of 
Boston-area residents and out-of-town visitors 
who strongly believe that this demolition is wrong 
and is destroying a peice of what makes Boston 
unique. In fact, people were standing in line to sign 
my petition and many lingered afterward to dis- 
cuss the issue. If | had had a few helpers and more 
time, in a few days I'm sure | could collect thou- 
sands of signatures. 


| understand that this demolition is a legacy of 
former Mayor Ray Flynn but that does not relieve 
that City of the responsibility of explaining to the 
people of Boston why historic buildings in such a 
prominent location are now being demolished. 
Most people assume that things like this just can’t 
happen under present laws. If you agree that this 
demolition is wrong. . . | urge you to work to 
strengthen the relevant city ordinances to make 
demolitions like this less likely in the future.
